1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: alkaline earth metals (Be, Mg, Ca, Sr, Ba, Ra), transition metals (Ni, Ti, Zn), & 
alkali metals (Li). The species are independent or distinct because they are classified in 
different locations and the chemical/ physical properties of the different groups are 
unique. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 10 is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an 

identification of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing 

of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument 

that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive 

unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the 
limitations of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are 
added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected 
species.

2. During a telephone conversation with Douglas McKinley on 6/ 20/ 06 a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the distinct species of alkaline 
earth metals (Be, Mg, Ca, Sr, Ba, Ra), corresponding to claims 10-12.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mahuli 
et al. (AIChE1997). 

Mahuli teaches a calcium carbonate with a significant portion of its pores in the 
5-20 nm size range (see abstract). 

5. Claims 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Morifuji 
(5,240,692). 

Morifuji teaches a magnesium carbonate having pores in the nanoscaled range, 
including many less than 10 nm (Column 3).
